ATTEMPT TO RUIN GAS PLANT 


Armed Men Cause Explosion, 
Wrecking Part of Building. 


WATCHMAN TIED AND BOUND 


Mystery in Efforts to Destroy Property 
of the People’s Company. 


Three armed men attempted late last night 
to blow up the Peoples Gas Light and Coke 
company’s plant at Ninety-sixth street and 
Erie avenue. Part of a small engine room 
which stands a short distance from the tanks 
was wrecked. 

The men entered the Place about 11 o'clock 
and bound and gagged the watchman, John 
Sullivan, then placed an explosive in the 
engine room beside the boiler. They started 
from the place, leaving Sullivan in the room. 
but, changing their mind, they returned 
and carried him outside. 


Offers of Money Spurned. 
Sullivan told the police he offered them all 
the money he had if they would let things 
alone, but they said they did not want money 


and after carrying him to a safe, distance 


they fied. He worked himself loose just 
about the time the explosion occurred ané@ 
reported ft to the police. 

‘An investigation was made but the Police 
were unable to learn the diréction the men 
had taken. According to Sullivan, they were 
well dressed and did not appéar to be la- 
borers. 

From the force of the explosion it is be- 
Heved dynamite or somie other equally strong 
explosive was used. The police are unable 
to assign any motive for the act. 


Watchman Cowed with Weapons. 

All the men displayed revolvers and fright- 
ened Sullivan, who allowed them to bind him 
after his offers of money had failed to dissuade 
them from their purpose to destroy the place. 
Sullivan said each man pointed a revolver 
at him, but when he tried to argue with them 
and keep them from blowing up the place 
they put the revolvers in their pockets. 

The engine was partly wrecked by the ex- 
plosion and the police say the damage wil! 
be $1,000. A message was sent out by the 
South Chicago police for other police to 
watch for the men.

OF A PRIMARY LAW 


Governor Will Demand from 
Extra Session Direct Elec- 
tion Law Which Will Re- 

sist All Attacks. 


‘WATERWAYS ISSUE, TOO. 


Executive May Resort to Pick- 
ling Process if Lorimer and 
Others Wage War on 
His Plans. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 5.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen will demand from the extra session 
of the general assembly a straight away di- 
rect primary election law. His message to 
the special session will exact from the legis- 
lators a law similar in all essentials to the 
Oglesby law, the last one which the Supreme 
court slashed to remnants. 

He will suggest that the unconstitutional 
defects enumerated by the Supreme court be 
rendered constitutionel. He will include in 
the call provision for broad changes in the 
general election law, which will make possi- 
ble modifications in registration require- 
ments which will settle the main kicks which 
the Supreme justices have had against all 
three of the primary laws which have been 


| declared unconstitutional. 


This information came direct from the ex- 
ecutive office, and while no quotation marks 
may be placed around the flat statement of 
what the governor will insist upon, the fore- 
going statement of the governor's pians is 
with full authority. 


Will Accept No Compromise. 

Gov. Deneen believes implicitly that the 
legislature will enact a primary law. He 
thinks that with the crisis which the opinion 
of the election commissioners has precipitat- 
ed in Chicago nothing can stop the passage 
of some sort of an act, and he thinks it will 
be a direct primary act. He will compromise 
with nobody or with no faction. His chiefs 
of staff are loudly proclatming tonight and 
the lines are now tightly drawn. 

The administration forces, folowing the 
governor's lead, will stand for tge direct 
primary proposition. The opposition, led by 
Speaker Shurtleff, and with the Lorimer 
strength largely represented in the framing 
of the policy which will be followed by the 
Shurtieff-Sullivan organization in the house, 
and by the anti-administration minority In 
the senate, are lining up, so they deciare, to 
satisfy all concerned with a bill which would 
compel party primaries to elect delegates 


0 conventions and to furnish the delegates 


with unassailable credentials. 


Cry of Defeat Drifts Away. 

Since yesterday's explosion in Chieago the 
ery of utter defeat for primary legislation 
has drifted away. Conservative Republicans 
of all factions agreed today that the governor 
is right in believing that a primary law wili 
be adopted by the extra session. 

The governor takes a whack at this pro- 
gram by referring to the Supreme court de- 
cision, which says that a primary is an elec- 
tion, and that no delegate convention scheme 
can stand the racket of the Supreme court. 

Every development of the last forty-eight 
hours in the political game points clearly 
that the, extra session is to be the most tor- 
rid and bitter roundup of Illinois lawmakers 
which has been calendered since 1818. 


Lorimer to Be in Pickle? 

One other definite hint came from the gov- 
ernor’s office during the :evening—namely: 
that William Lorimer is to be prettily pickled 
on his own original deep waterway platform 
and that Gov. Deneen will be on the spot 
when the pickling,is being performed. 

The governor will draw no cards and wil! 
play his hand on, how to spend the $20,000,000 
precisely as he did last spring, when he and 
the newly created senator tied up the legis- 
lature in a knot over the form of the deep 
waterway bill. The governor will refer Sen- 
ator Lorimer to the latter's plea of last 
spring that congress be given a chance to 
show what he intends to do. 

* Your congress is in session,’’ the governor 
will say to the semator. ‘‘ You are strong 
with Speaker Cannon and the house organ- 
ization. You are just as strong with Senator 
Aldrich and the senate leaders. You will 
have a month to find out something about 


what Speaker Cannon and Senator Aldrich’ 


have in. mind. Bring us back some word to 
Illinois and maybe we can do business to- 
gether. The special session will still be 
working. It/s your move.” 

What Lorimer will have to offer in reply 
ie one of the bright spots in the future. 


Primary and Waterways Issues, 


Plans for the call for the special session, 
which fixed Nov. 16 as the date, had to be 
changed. The executive said tonight that 
the date would be between Nov. 23 and Dec. 1. 
The call will be issued shortly before the 
date set. It would surprise none of the 
leaders were there to be a brief bit of pre- 
liminary work for a week and a recess taken 
until after Jan. 1. Whether there will be 
any subjects included in the special session 
call other than elections and waterways is 
again an open question, with the probabili- 
ties strong that there will be no more than 
the two main propositions. 

To the statesmen who are scurrying in from 
all corners of the state the primary issue is 
the only issue. There were a lot of them 
who sat on the leather cushions at the state 
house, told what they knew to the governor 
and heard what the governor thought about 
them. 

The downstate Republicans brought dis- 
tressing news concerning the wild cry of the 
plain people for a primary law. Some of the 
governor's best friends carried the word into 
Springfield that the plain people are quite 
careless as to the necessity of a primary law 
at all, and as for the deep waterway affair 
they are quite well satisfied to have the $20,- 
990,000 in bonds resting in state house pigeon 
holes and nonnegotiable. 

Boost for Governor’s Cause. 

The news from Chicago that the politicians 
are in a turmoil over the bad mess which con- 
fronts them in view of the position of the 
lection commissioners was the great big ray 
of light which gilded the capitol dome and 
made Hfe a aweet song around the executive 


offices.

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SCHOOL FOR WAITERS OPEN 


Course of Instruction Not on the 
Chicago University’s List. 


GIVEN IN THE RESTAURANT. 


Student Tray Bearers Warned to Pay 
Attention to Their Duties. 


4 school for waiters is the latest innovation 
(«the University of Chicago. Here are some 
bits of instruction from its text book: 


Avoid appearing to slam things down on 
the table. 

Most customers desire some part of their meal 
first. 

Do not scuffle, talk, or drop trays. 

Never take in oatmeal and leave the milk, for 
in such a ease the customer cannot begin his 
meal till you return. 

Always place a drink to the right of the cus- 
tomer, 

A waiter should never leave any customer 
after serving till he knows he has the necessary 
silverware to eat with, 

A cereal in the morning should be served right 
away. whether the rest of the order be ready 
or not, 

An egg with a broken yolk should not be served 
at all. 

Good scholarship will net make up for a defa- 
ciency in service. 

To be a good waiter it is essential that you 
should be quick, but also that you should not 
appear to hurry. 

Waiters should remove dirty dishes as soon 
as the customer is through, but be sure that he 
is through and avoid giving an impression that 
you are in a hurry for him to finish. 


Manager Notices Improvement, 


There are a thousand and one other gen- 
tle reminders in the book for the forty stu- 
dent waiters who serve their 700 fellows at 
the men’s commons. They were compiled 
in a pamphiet of eleven pages by Thomas 
L. Barrell, manager of the restaurant, who 
often has been vexed 4s he was forced to 
watch green and careless waiters conducting 
themselves in a way that offended his ideas 
of restaurant etiquette. 

According to Manager Barrell a vast im- 
provement has been made since the orders 
were issued. 

“ Whether it is on account of the hints in 
the book or because we have unusually good 
waiters,” he said. ‘‘ I have noticed much less 
loafing and the men carry themselves like 
veterans in general. 

“ We have long needed something like this. 
It used to make me awful mad to see such 
conduct as I have witnessed since | have been 
here. I must say I have seen some of the 
most amateurish performances possible. I 
have seen students go from the dining room 
to the kitchen with three orders and come 
back with an empty tray. Now, can you 
beat that for absent mindedness? 


When the Fair Coed Enters. 


“Ty never forget one student waiter last 
summer. The fellow was on duty, when a 
coed friend came in foranorder. He served 
-her- promptly enough, and then began talk- 
ing with her. As the conversation grew 
more and more interesting he leaned on the 
table, with his chin in both hands, and he 
talked, and talked, and talked. Three men 
who had not been served were waiting; hop- 
ing he would get through, but he didn’t, | 
walked by three times, and tried each time 
to attract his attention. He woulfin’t look, 
so 1 sent for him.” 

Aside from the dining room rules Manager 
Barrell has given some timely hints re- 
garding procedure in the kitchen. The wait- 
er must learn where things are to be found 
in the kitchen; he must learn to memorize at 
least two orders; he must learn prices, so 
that when he has more than one order he 
will give to each customer hig proper check 


How the Commons Is Run. 

“The commons,” the book says, “is run 
on a system-—«@ complicated system, too, it 
may seem, but system and red tape are nec- 
essary in every large business. 

“a good deal of difficulty has been caused 
at some times by the waiters keeping ice 
cream checks and using them whenever ¢@ 
hearty appetite prompted them,” 

Manager Barrell wanted it distinctly under- 
stood that the university deserves no credit 
for any part of the rules in his book,

CARS GRASH ON A CURVE. 


Blunder Sends Them Together Near Par- 
nell, and People Are Crushed Under 
Debris; Relief Slow in Arriving. 


ENGINEERS STICK. TO POSTS, 


BULLETIN. 
Bloomington, I1l., Oct. 6, 3:30 a. m.—([ Special. ] 


—At 3 o'clock this morning three additional dead 
bodies were taken from the wreck of one coach. 
Of these two were women and oneaman. No 
one was able to identify them. The only body 
previously recovered was that of Miss Watson. 
The damage and loss sof life occurred almost 
entirely on the state fair special. north boundd. 
The engine and two cars of this train were 
almost completely demolished. All the dead 
bodies were taken from the forward coach of 


this train. 


BULLETIN. 

An unauthenticated report reached Spring- 
field at 2:80 o’clock this morning that the num- 
ber of dead in the Illinois Central wreck would 
reach fifteen and that 100 persons were injured. 

At Farmer City, on the other hand, it was 
said but ome person was known to be dead. 


Four persons, if not more, were'killed and 
upwards of fifty or sixty injured in a head 
en collision last night between two Illinois 
Central passenger trains between Farmer 
City and Parnell, Ill., at 9:45 o'clock. 

The scene of the disaster is remote from 
large towns, and reports were meager and 
obtained with difficulty. The point at which 
the wreck occurred is about seventy miles 
northeast of Springfield and fifteen miles 
this side of Clinton. 

Relief Train from Clinton. 

.At 2 o'clock this morning it was reported 
that four bodies had been taken to Clinton, 
and that twenty-five injured had been cared 
for at the same town. A relief train went 
from Clinton shortly before midnight. 

The first body taken from the wreck was 
that of Miss Clara Watson, living at Farmer 
City. She was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Watson. Her father is one of the 
wealthiest landowners in De Witt county. 
She was in company with her brother-in-law, 
Thomas Bateman, his wife, and his son. 
Miss Watson was 36 years old.

Trains Heavily Loaded. 

The colliding trains both were heavily 
loaded. The north bound, the heaviest bur- 
dened, was a special excursion train on its 
way from the Springfield state fair. The 
larger number of the injured are said to be 
among the passengers on this train. 

The south bound train was the regular 
passenger train leaving Chicago at 5:50 p. m. 
Clinton is the end of its run. 

It carried many more than its usual quota 
of passengers when it left Chicago, and at 
Farmer City, three miles this side of the 
place of the wreck, it received a large ac- 
cession from a body which had been at- 
tending a Sunday school convention there. 

Judge Mackenzie Cleland of the Chicago 
Municipal court had been the speaker of the 
evening, and his address concluded in time 
for the out of town visitors to catch the 
south bound train. 

Blunder Sends Trains Together. 

Parnell, the exact place where the trains 
met, is a town so small that it hardly ap- 
pears on the map. It had no night operator. 

Who made the error was not ‘learned in the 
excitement following the wreck, but, either 
through dispatching errors or a trainman's 
blunders, both the trains were sent coursing 
at full speed against each other on @ single 
track. 

A curve is said to have kept the watch- 
ing engineers from seeing each other's en- 
Bine head lights uatil too late. 

Neither engineer jumped when at last the 
understanding of peril did come to them.

CRANE RECALL I$ MYSTERY | 
Washington Purzled by Action 
as to New Minister to China. 


MEANS LOSS OF HIS POST? 


No Problem Has Arisen Which Would 
Call for More Instructions. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—{Special.}— 
The reasons why Charles R. Crane of Chi- 
cago, who recently was appointed as United 
States minister to China, has been recalled 
to Washington from San Francisco, from 
which port he was to sail for the orient today 
to take up his new duties, are unknown. 

It was admitted at the state department 
in Washington that Mr. Crane was coming 
to Washington at the request of Secretary 
Knox, given to him in a telegram which 
reached him in San Francisco. The state 
department officiais would say nothing fur- 
ther about the affair, but it is known that 
there has arisen no new diplomatic problem 
regarding China which would require the 
presence of Mr. Crane in Washington at this 
time. 

At the same time there is no indication that 
Mr. Crane has done anything which would 
make the state department doubt his ability 
to handle the delicate diplomatic situation 
in Peking. 


Will Not Go to Orient? 

There are, however, circumstanceg con- 
nected with his recall which might be re- 
garded as furnishing sufficient grounds for 
the prediction that he will not represent the 
United States at Peking. 

The theory that the recalling of Mr. Crane 
was dle to some personal reason is given 
credence because it is known it would not be 
necessary for Mr. Crane to come to Washing- 
ton to receive further instructions or to ac- 
quaint himself with any situation that has 
developed since he received final directions 
a short time ago. 

Mr. Crane has. had no experience in diplo- 
macy. He was a Chicago business man who 
had taken some little interest in politics in 
recent years and his selection was due ina 
large measure to the fact that a man who had 
had extensive business experience was de- 
sired for the Chinese mission because the 
“involved dealings between the United 
States and China were almost entirely of a 
commercial character.’’ 


Selected After Long Search. 

Much difficulty was experienced by Presi- 
dent Taft and Secretary Knox in making the 
selection at Peking, and it was only after 
a long consideration that Mr. Crane was 
choseh. Upto two years ago Mr. Crane was 
a Democrat, and he declared in a speech 
delivered since his appointment to the Cht- 
nese mission that he had cast his first Re- 
publican vote for Taft. i 

Dr. Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister 
at Washington, hurried to the state depart- 
ment today when he heard that Crane had 
been summoned here and sought to ascertain

CRANE ON CHINA’S NEED. 


It was on Sept. 5 that Mr. Crane delivered 
an address on China before the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ association at the Congress hoiel. 
In the course of his speech there he said: 

‘More progress has been made in China 
in the last five years than in any century 
previous, and it is this country’s duty to see 
that the phenomenal advancement is con- 
tinued. 

‘‘ Chine is having a hard struggle, and any- 
thipg you can do to keep her from being men- 
aced in any serious way, any opportunity we 
éan give her to work out her great problems, 
ultimately will be for the benefit of the world, 
and especially for our benefit. It is a pro- 
gram that I am proud to be sent to help 
carry out. 

‘‘In the problems that China hae to face 
at this minute she needs the greatest kind 
of support, im order to live along quietly and 
take up her problems one by one. China, of 
course, moves slowly, but if she is not 
menaced in any way and is allowed to solve 
her own problems, she will, and is perfectly 
able to, run her own government, and we gen- 
erally, I hope, will get the benefit of the new 


movement.”’

CARRIES WAR TO ENEMY. 


Taft Smile Will Win Favor in West 
While Good Crops Last. 


BY HARRY L. DUNLAP. 
{Of New York World.] 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 5.—[Special.}— 
If the president's 13,000 mile trip across the 
continent and back is a success for the ad- 
ministration it will be because of the per- 
sonality of Mr. Taft and the prosperity of 
the country. And every indication at this 
time, one-half of the trip completed, is that 
personality and prosperity have won—as long 
as the crops remain good. 

This in spite of the fact that Mr. Taft has 
deliberately and with purpose announced the 
principal of his policies in localities that don’t 
agree with the particular Taft plans named 
there. But the courage of this course ap- 
pealed to the audiences, the Taft smile and 
Taft laugh have attracted, and crops are 80 
good from coast to coast that who cares, 
anyway? 

e river of dissatisfaction seems for the 
time to have run undérground, but no one 
knows better than the president that it still 
is flowing, and no one looks more anxiously 
for its reappearance next year or just before 
the presidential election. : 


People Differ with President. 

The audiences and, judging from interviews 
possible at the brief stops, the people gen- 
erally have not agreed with Mr. Taft on the 
subjects on which he has talked to them.

Taft's carefully prepared speech 
expldining that he signed the tariff bill 
to keep himself solid with the working ma- 
chine of the Republican party in congress. 
The argument did not appeal to the middle- 
west as adequate. -. 

At Des Moines the president outlined his 
ideas on new laws governing railroad rates 
and for an amendment to the Sherman anti- 
trust law allowing the railroads to pool 
rates under federal supervision. Both Sen- 
at Cummins and Senator Dolliver have 
prepared bills on these subjects and even 
the comparatively conservative Dolliver 
goes beyond the president’s position. 


Defies Income Tax Opinions. 

At Denver the president came out strong 
for the corporation tax and for the putting 
aside of the income tax until ‘‘ some great 
national stress’ shall occur. That part of 
the United States from Omaha west to the 
Pacific is in favor of the income tax. 

Conservation of natural resources and 
reclamation were the president’s subjects 
farther on, in Utah, Idaho, Montana, and 
Washington. He had sustained Ballinger 
as against Pinchot, which means to the peo- 
ple there that they must wait both in {ime 
and extent for the betterment of the lands. 
Again Mr. Taft had bearded the hostile lion 
in his den. 

The Pacific coast has been told that the 
president is in favor of making a colony of 
Alaska. This pleased the few who have 
large interests’in Alaska, but it has angered 
the ordinary folks out here. They consider 
it a reflection on Americanism as classing 
the men of Alaska from the states with 
the Moros. Beneath the immediate resent- 
ment is a feeling that the Taft Alaskan policy 
means reaction beyond ‘‘ central form of gov- 
ernment ”’ to an imperialism. Thinking Re- 
publicans out here say Mr. Taft has revealed 
himself as more of an imperialist than Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

Other Reforms Oust Tariff. 


Men who presume to explain Mr, Taft's 
position say he has accomplished wonders 
with Mr. Aldrich and that Mr. Aldrich will 
carry out faithfully and earnestly the Taft 
policies. The tariff is to be lost in contests 
over interstate commerce legislation, the 
revolution in our monetary system, con- 
servation, and Sherman law amendments. 
Prosperity is counted on to help put the tariff 
on the shelf. 

Cummins, La Follette, and the public are 
expected by the men to talk a lot and per- 
haps to introduce bills for further tariff re- 
vision, but it is pofnted out that, with the 
president and the Republican machine in con- 
gress working together, the mouths of the 
insurgents will be shut and their hands tied. 
That is the present plan. It does not take 
into consideration the coming election of a 
new congress, newspaper publicity and argu- 
ment, nor the people generally. 

Mr. Taft, candidate for president, com- 
mitted his party to a downward revisiomof 
the tariff, and Mr. Taft, president, has re- 
peated the statement and has acknowledged 
that the party did not keep its pledges. He 
intended to keep it until ten days before he 
signed the bill. Then hints and direct state- 
ments that a veto of the tariff bill would make 
it impossible to get through congress the bills 
that Mr. Taft wished to propose, weakened 
his purpose and he signed the tariff bill. 


Denies Treachery to Roosevelt. 

After the delivery of the tariff speech at 
Winona, the purpose of the present trip was 
not apparent except as a junket until the 
president discovered in the far west a dispo- 
sition to say that he was not carrying out 
the Roosevelt policies. The effect of this 
doubt of his loyalty was at once apparent in 
the president's speeches. He resented the 
imputation of disloyalty. He announced ag- 
gressively that he would carry out the Roose- 
velt policies as he understood them, but that 
he was not committed to carry out the idea 
of every one who got a fad and called it a 
Roosevelt policy. 

Though the president, was scolding his au- 
diences, he got better “ hands ” than for any 
other of his speeches. The hearers caught 
the name of Roosevelt and cheered it so long 
each ‘time that they lost what the president

The Taft manager then went to Oregon 
and made his connections there with the rail- 
road and Senator Fulton’s machines and ig- 
nored the protesting element in that state. 
To a shrewd politician this may have seemed 
necessary to insure Taft’s nomination, and it 
may have been unreasonable in the anti- 
machine Republicans to have held Taft re- 
sponsible for the political alliances his 
manager made with the enemies of the peo- 
ple, but it raised a doubt that has been fed 
by subsequent acts of a similar character. 

Two years ago Francis J. Heney, at the 
urgent request of Roosevelt, went to Oregon 
and in a brilliant campaign exposed the Sen- 
ator Fulton brand of political domination in 
that state. The people responded and by 
their votes dismissed Fulton from their serv- 
ice. One of Taft's first official acts was to 
honor Fuilton'by offering him the post of min- 
ister to China. It was explained out here 
that this was merely done to “ let him dowzm 
easy.” 

The people_ef Oregon and California, not 
believing that he deserved any consideration 
after his repudiation by the ballot, resented it. 


Submission to Cannon Hurts. 


All of this might easily have been forgiven 
and would have been charged up to campaign 
politics if Taft’s inactivity in the great fight 
to defeat Cannon had not quickly followed. 
The coast was against Cannon, and the 
thousands of independent Republicans be- 
lieved that at least Taft would take a firm 
stand against the further control of congress 
by the special interests. That he did nothing 
disappointed again, and there followed the 
first signs of hopelessness that crystallized 
later when the tariff bill fell so far short of 
earlier promises. 

This describes the sentiment up to the time 
Ballinger showed his hand against San Fran- 
cisco’s acquirement of a pure mountain 
water supply. There had been a statewide 
interest in the long fight the city had made 
for the Hetch-Hetchy project. Roosevelt 
favored it. Garfield had been helpful, and 
so had Pinchot. But Spring Valley, the cor- 
poration which had supplied water for forty 
years, had strong financial connections in 
the east and, notwithstanding the fact that 
the city burned because of an inatequate 
water system, was able to block the people 
in Washington. 

Finally, after a bitter contest, the city 
won and passed a portion of the water bonds 
at a public election, carrying it by a vote of 
nearly 6to1. Then Ballinger stepped in and 
blocked the way. When this news spread 
out into the state the feeling against Taft 
was at a high point of hostility. One of the 
radical independent Republican papers ques-~- 
tioned the taste of Taft in coming here at all. 


Large Element Likes Fight. 

Of course there was a large element that 
was highly pleased with this slap in the face 
that the “long hairs’’ had received. One 
newspaper, the Chronicle, went so far even 
as to take the Guggenheim point of view of 
the Alaskan coal fields muss, while Ballinger 
was being charged with self-interest In that 
controversy. 

Feeling is running high against Ballinger. 
So high, in fact, that both he and Taft have 
been brought into the Heney contest for dis- 
trict attorney. Wednesday night of last 
week 7,000 persons were massed in a big 
auditorium. It was the opening meeting of 
the Heney campaign. Hiram W. Johnson, 
the foremost Republican attorney of Cali- 
fornia, in the course of his address, said: 

“We have seen Roosevelt in a temporary 
retirement, and then in this country, as his- 
tory repeats in all climes where that struggle 
has occurred, we have seen that vigilance, 
which is ever the price of our liberty, relax, 
and then a Ballinger come among us; and 
then we have seen an aroused public senti- 
ment In the United States which has made 
even the chief executive of the nation ex- 
plain and apologize.’’ 

This was said while Taft was knocking at 
the northern door, and it brought the greatest 
applause of anything Jobnson uttered during 
his speech. When Charles 8S. Wheeler en- 
deavored to take the sting out of it by saying 
that it took a great man to acknowledge an 
error, there was only the faintest scattering 
applause. 

“Special Interests’”’ Greet Taft. 


At other recent meetings of a similar char- 
acter Ballinger’s name has been hissed freely. 
This could not be justly regarded as signifi- 
cant of a coast sentiment if it were not a fact 
that the threatened Ballinger policies in re- 
gard to fhe public domain were not equally 
distasteful in nearly every section of this 
rim of .the continent. The west has been 
true to its reputation for hospitatity, and 
wherever large groups have gathered about 
the president there has been great enthusiasm 
and then again those who have managed the 
welcoming festivities have in the main been 
selected from the railroad machines and the 
special interests. The independent Repub- 
licans have not been represented and have 
stood gloomily in the background. 

At the banquet this evening the majority 
of the speakers are corporation attorneys, 
and sitting as prominently were several of 
the wealthy men indicted for bribery. One 
of them is now on trial. The newspaper cor- 
respondents who are traveling with the presi- 
dent say there has been no coolness toward 
him since he left the middle west. The 
changed note in his speeches may account for 
this, although I doubt even if he had fol- 
lowed up his defense of Aldrich and his af- 
front to the insurgent senators that it would 
have shown in any marked degree in the 
public demonstration. 


Railroad Collar Chafes West. 


As I have said before, ‘‘ auspices *’ would 
have a great deal to do with that, and up and 
down this railroad ridden western domain. 
“auspices” are in the hands of the special 
interests. Even the great state university 
at Berkeley is controlled by the Southern 
Pacific railroad. 

The people of the west have worn the rail- 
road collar through two generations and have 
almost lost consciousness of their servility. 
But this is a growing revolt, and a protest 
within the Republican party. . For the first 
time in forty years the people in large num- 
bers are expressing a desire to own their own 
government. This spirit manifested itself 
in the last legislature and hope is revived. 

After all is said, however, I think senti- 
ment for Taft is better here today tham it has 
been at any time since the tariff bill became 
a law. The people are optimists. Roosevelt 
has made them go, and they haven't lost faith 
that his successor will yet see the light and 
stand bravely with them in their great Amer- 
ican struggle to regulate unscrupulous 
wealth.

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 5.—After passing 
the entire forenoon in the cities of Oak.and 
and Berkeley, across the bay, President Taft 
was welcomed to San Francisco this after- 
noon by a throng which lined the walks in 
some places ten deep along a line of march 
extending over nearly three miles of the prin- 
cipal streets. The school children of this city, 
Oakland, and Berkeley were one of the promi- 
nent features of his reception. 

As the president was crossing from Oak- 
land Mole to San Francisco the army trans- 
port Thomas was setting sail for the Philip- 
pines and by the president's request the reve- 
nue cutter McCullough, on which he was a 
passenger, was drawn up alongside the big 
vessel, the sides of which were lined with sol- 
diers and the families of officers. 

On the bridge of the transport, the Philip- 
pine constabulary band, which played at the 
president’s inauguration in Washington, was 
drawn up and was playing “ Halil to the 
Chief,” as the president shouted across the 
water to the khaki clad soldiers: 

** Good-by, boys; I wish you a pleasant voy- 
age."’

President Has Busy Day. 


The president reached the shores of San 
Francisco. bay early today. Berkeley had 
the honor of being the first city overlooking 
the bay to welcome the president. 
driven in an automobile to the Greek theater 
of the University of California, where he 
made a brief address, in which he declared 
that ideals in popular government were a 
splendid thing to cultivate, but that the man 
at the helm must be content with a com- 
promise, must accept his responsibilities. 
and ‘‘ play the game,’’ whether he succeeded 
in bringing the people to follow him or had 
to follow the people. 

From Berkeley the president went to Oak- 
land, and made an address to an outdoor 
crowd of several thousands. Crossing the 
bay, Mr. Taft , upon his arrival in San Fran- 
cisco, was taken for a three mile carriage 
ride. He then laid the cornerstone of the 
new Young Men's Christian association build- 
ing. Mr. Taft has what he delights to refer 
to as his “ Y. M. C. A. speech.”* He has 
laid cornerstones for this class of buildings 
in Shanghai, Hongkong, all through the 
United States, and in many other parts of the 
world. Later the president was guest at @ 
reception at the Union League club. Tonight 
he attended a banquet at the Fairmont 
hotel with more than 600 residents of San 
Francisco present, and later was entertained 
by the Press club. 


Reiterates Merchant Marine Pledge. 

In his speech at the banquet tonight the 
president reiterated his views on the subject 
of a merchant marine and aroused great en- 
thusiasm by his declaration that he would 
urge the passage of a ship subsidy law. Mr. 
Taft asserted the country was ready for an 
experiment in the way of a subsidy. The ex- 
tension of the Pacific trade is one of the ob- 
jects of his administration, Mr. Taft said. 
and he added that he knew of no more impor- 
tant topic to which congress can devote itself. 

In his speech at Berkeley the president 
said: 

‘‘ The universities of the land, and especial- 
ly such a one as this, placed so centrally and 
embracing so large a student body, are com- 
ing to figure more and more with their influ- 
ence on the science of government and the 
course of parties. 


Compromise Basis of Government. 

** Popular government is justified and vin- 
dicated on the theory that every class is bet- 
ter able to know what its interests are and 
to look after those interests than the mem- 
bers of any other class, however altruistic 
that other class may be; and that being the 
foundation of popular government, the neces- 
sary result of our government is compro- 
mise, and he is a good citizen who recognizes 
that necessary result. The public servant 
must play the game. He is in popular gov- 
ernment and he has to take what popular 
government gives him until by his influence 
with the people who contro! he can lead them 
in the direction which he would, and if they 
do not go in that direction which he would be 
has to follow them.”

people. ‘There-was no baggage car to act as 
fender. 

The regular train had as much momentum 
as the excursion train, and its impact tele- 
scoped the first coach of the excursion train. 

The dead and injured were packed in hope- 
less mediey under this medley of wreckage. 

One mercy only was dispensed—the wreck- 
age did not catch fire. 

Relief was slow in coming. 

The uninjured and the slightly injured did 
the best they could in the darkness. Some 
messengers ran the three miles:to Farmer 
City. Others tried the nearest farmhouses 
for telephones. 

Relief Train Arrives. 

Finally word was got to Clinton. 

There a relief train was gotten together 
with all possible speed, and carrying all the 
doctors in Clinton and scores of willing vol- 
unteer workmen it ran\' at high speed the 
twenty miles back to the wreck. 

Until this succor came not much in the way 
of relief had been done or could be done. 
The dead, unknown and unnumbered, still 
lay in the débris. The injured, most of them 
extricated, were lying alongside the rail- 
road's right of way. 

The farmers had joined the uninjured in 
doing what they could, but it was not much. 

Under the direction of the doctors, some of 
the worst hurt were taken by wagon to Farm- 
er City. 

The rest were put aboard the relief train, 
which at 2 o'clock started back for Clinton. 

The train from Chicago picked up several 
hundred passengers, it is said, who were to 
have been transferred to the Diamond spe- 
cial at Clinton and brought into Springfield, 
arriving at 4:05 this morning. 

The Diamond special is a fast train and 
does not stop at the smaller stations along 
the line. State fair visitors, taking advan- 
tage of the low rates, are supposed to have 
caught the Clinton local. So far as can be 
learned in Springfield, the southbound train 
was heavily loaded. 

Accurate reports at Springfield were most 
meager and the Illinois Central officials had 
no official information after the first few re- 
ports that there had been a head-on col- 
lision and that the list of dead and injured 
is heavy. 

After the first reports reached Springfield 
telegraph communication ceased and the de- 
tails, which are few here, came by long dis- 
tance telephone from Clinton. 


Trains Met at Death Curve. 

The wreck occurred at what is known to 
the trainmen as‘ death curve,” south ‘of 
Parnell, a whistling station. Seven years 
ago there was a bad wreck there. 

Engineer McEntyre took the train out of 
Springfield, but the probabilities are that 
engines were changed at Clinton, the division 
point. Conductor Daskins, in charge of the 
train, was scheduled to carry the train on 
over to the main line, not changing runs at 
Clinton. Conductor Carpenter is said to be 
in charge of No. 526, the south bound Chica- 
go-Clinton local. 

The reason there was such a large number 
of passengers on the train out of Chicago, 
which runs only to Clinton, was that the train 
would make connections with the Diamond 
Special running on to Springfield and ar- 
riving there at 4 a. m. 

At an early hour this morning it was given 
out by the railroad company that Engineer 
Clark of the south bound train had had his 
leg cut off. 


Information Denied Here. 

At the train dispatcher’s office at the Park 
row station in Chicago there was a disinclina- 
tion to furnish newspapers with any informa- 
tion regarding the wreck. At1:300'clock this 
morning it was stated there that nothing was 
known of any accident on the road. * 

At that hour, however, a spécial relief train 
was being made up in the Illinois Centra] 
yards scheduled to leave the city at 2:30 a m. 
for the scene of the disaster. This is ten min- 
utes earlier than the time of departure of the 
regular fast mail trafh, which, however, does 
not go through to Farmer City, but takes the 
other line of the road directly south from 
Gilman. 

The state fair excursion business of the 
road has been heavy, and promises to be 
heavy through the week. Special excursion 
rates are in effect, and the road ts said to 
be putting into service all of its passenger 
rolling stock. It is said some of the cars on 
the wrecked trains were of the old and weak- 
er patterns, and this may have accounted in 
a measure for the extent of the accident.

When Judge Whitman was placed in 
nomination at the Republican county con- 
vention by former Judge William H. Wad- 
hams, the latter made a bitter personal at- 
tack upon Mr. Jerome. 


Takes No Part in Campaign. 
Mr. Jerome, after he retires as independent 
candidate for district gttorney, it is added, 
probably will take no part in the campaign. 
a Jan. 1 he will resume the practice of 
aw. 
The fight for the office of district attorney 
of New York county became a triangular 
one when the Democratic county convention 
nominated George Gordon Battle, an or- 
ganization Tammany man and former as- 
sistant district attorney, for the place. 
Resolutions which were adopted regarding: 
Tammany opposition to the proposed re- 
striction of registration and balloting by the 
last state legislature, declared that “ in com- 
mon with all other honest voters, we uphold 
the purity of the ballot and the integrity of 
the franchise.’”’

Mr. Gehring said 
that, when tonight’s massmeeting in Cooper 
Union was over, Mr. Hearst would find him- 
self in such a position that he cannot refuse 
to enter the race. 

Mr. Hearst later gave out a statement in 
which he said positively that he would not 
be a candidate, but would support the candi- 
dacy of Justice Gaynor, the Tammany nomi- 
nee. 


Fusionists Indorse Bannard. 


After considerable delay and friction the 
fusion forces today formally indorsed the 
Republican candidacy of Otto T. Bannard 
for mayor.

Rockford, I1., Oct. 5.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—According to a custom all too common, 


»the papers are blaming the Rock River con- 


ference for its course toward certain ac- 
.cused members. Perhaps they deem such 
, treatment of the conference a patriotic duty 
in the interest of a pure morality. It would 
be so noble, so elevating, to fill columns of 
the dailies with salacious reading, now that 
news is scarce. Now, as ever, a few ministers 
fume with holy indignation because the wise 
thing was done. In this case every one of 
them could have presented charges. With- 
out doubt nearly all expected the superin- 
tendents to take the course they did. 

After two cases had been disposed of it is 
childish to claim that they expected a differ- 
ent treatment of the third. There was abun- 
dant opportunity for any member to have 
moved that the case be referred to a com- 
mittee of investigation, which is a Methodist 
grand jury. Every memper of the conference 
is responsible for the final action and no 
leaping into the arena and shaking his fist 
at some one relieves him. 

The talk of the reporters about the bishop's 
“ big stick ’’ is a mere scarecrow, that scares 
no sensible minister. The appointments wil! 


tude on these questions than by the whim of 
gome boy reporter. With rare exceptions, 
Methodist bishops are men of common sense 
and a high regard for justice. Bishop Good- 
sell is such, preéminently. 

But the great question is, did the confer- 
ence act wisely?:. Suppose rumor, through 
the columns of the press, had hurled accusa- 
tions of murder against a minister; suppose 
charges were duly made, a trial ordered, and 
the accused should plead not guilty.

der or having mentioned seeing any murder. 

Sd far as the public knows, or any reporter 
has hinted, the conference had no stronger 
case against any of the men than this sup- 
posed case indicates. All the world might 
believe them guilty, but if the conference 
should expel any one on such testimony every 
‘newspaper would denounce it for gross in- 
justice. | 

The press has charged a certain minister 
with crimes. Knowing the lack of evidence 
against him, he refuses to withdraw under 
cehsure. The church must, either proceed 
to a trial which will result in acquittal for 
lack of evidence or accept his simple with- 
drawal. The only possible way to rid herself 
of the undesirable minister is to accept his 

Every one knows that had the 
accused been conscious of innocence he 
would not thus have surrendered a place of 
honor and emolument. He goes out with the 
black mark of Cain upon him in spite of the 
attempt of the papers to whitewash him by 
blackening the church.

BODINE SPEAKS FOR BABIES 


Tells Social Economics Club They 
Do Not Get a Square Deal. 


WANTS BIRTHS REOORDED. 


Gives Lax Registration as Reason fur 
Apparent Race Suicide. 


“ The babies of Chicago do not get a square 
deal. The figures show that full many a babe 
is born to cry unseen, and it is time that some 
one took up the fight for them,”’ said W. L. 
Bodine, superintendent of compulsory edu- 
cation, at a meeting of the Social Bconomics 
club in the Masonic temple yesterday. 

Mr. Bodine complained that the physicians 
do not report more than’75 per cent of the 
births because they do not receive the fees 
to which they are entitled. The law pro- 
vides that physicians shall receive 530 cents 
for each birth reported by them, but the 
county board makes no appropriation for 
such payment. 


Must Die to Be Recorded. 

“It is a. queer condition of affairs when 
a child has to die in order that it be officially 
recorded for the first time,”’ he said. “Tne 
birth registration in the county clerk's office 
is a farce, and the doctors of Chicago are 
derelict in their patriotic and professional 
duty. ‘. 

“The school census enumerators in May, 
1908, found, by house to house canvass, 155,- 
454 children under 4 years of age, which was 
an increase of 8,801 over the census of 1906. 

‘* Of this number 75,505 were boys and 79,850 
girls. Yet the birth records at the county 
clerk’s office for the four years preceding 
showed only 92,749 birthe reported. As a re- 
sult Chicago is maligned abroad as a race 
suicide town. 


Money “Otherwise Appropriated.” 

“ This condition of affairs is due to the fact 
that doctors do not get their fees for report- 
ing births. The state law allows them 50 
cents for each birth reported, out of moneys 
‘not otherwise appropriated,’ but the money 
is generally ‘otherwise appropriated.’ Coun- 
ty Controller Monaghan declares they never 
have paid a dollar to the doctors for report- 
ing births. And there you are. They forget 
to report.”’ 

Mr. Bodine’s subject was ‘‘ Kids.’ He said 
a registration of all births would make im- 
possible many evasions of the child labor 
and compulsory education laws, because the 
ages of the children would be on record.

Representatives of Jewish So- 
cieties Discuss Campaign 
with Clifford G. Roe. 


POLICE ACTIVE IN LEVEE. 


Warning of Inspector Healy 
Causes Many to Leave West 
Side Vice District. 


Conferences between representatives -*:*. 
various Jewish organizations which are in- 
teresting themselves in the abolition of the 
white slave traffic in Chicago and Attorney 
Clifford G. Roe, who ts investigating the evil 
in the city, were held yesterday and further 
plans laid for the campaign against vice. 

The police, too, took new steps yesterday 
to help along in the regulation of the levee 
districts and a west side massmeeting of 
Jews passed resolutions denouncing condi- 
tions in the west side levee district. The 
massmeeting was under the auspices of the 
Ninth ward Jewish branch of the Socialist 
party. The speakers—G. T. Fraenckel, C. 
H. Aishul, Thomas J. Morgan, and A. Litt- 
man—blamed the industrial and economic 
conditions for the prevalence of white slav- 
ery. 

Criticise the Congregations. 

The police and the white slavers, especially 
Louls and Julius Frank, in the west side, 
were denounced, and even the Jewish congre- 
gations who are now heading the reform 
movement were criticised because they had 
not acted sooner. 

A statement by Dr. Blaustein, preferring 
charges of negligence and injifference 
against the Daily Jewish Courier in warning 
the community against vice plague, is with- 
out fourslation, according to the publisher, 
M. Ph. Ginzburg. 

“ The Courier has carried on a constant agi- 
tation against the abominable white slave 
traffic, warning of the dangers of this pest 
and of the pitfalls for the unwary,’’ said Mr. 
Ginzburg. ‘‘ The general agitation was al- 
ways carried on from time to time; was 
given special impetus about two and one- 
half years ago, when the seeming spread of 
the plague warranted us, in conjunction with 
local civic and social reform organizations, 
to wage active warfare to keep it from 
spreading into the Jewish district and grasp- 
ing in its nets Jewish victims. 

“As early as April, 1907, and at frequent 
intervals after that there have appeared 
articles and editorials in an attempt to 


fight the evil.” 
Acts Against Tough Saloons. 


Inspector O’Brien has begun @ campaign 
not only to regulate the resor(s in the north 
side district, but to eliminate the tough 
saloons. Twenty-seven saloonkeepers were 
called into the Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion and told what they are to do in the way 
of conducting orderly places. The majority 
of the saloon men promised the inspector 
that they would work with him in his regula- 
tion crusade. 

Strict orders against allowing unescorted 
women in their places were given to the keep- 
ers and they were told that disobedience 
would result in the loss of their license. They 
were also told that the soliciting by women 
in saloons must stop. Warnings concerning 
music also were given. Only light music is 
to be allowed in saloons and that must be in 
rear rooms. 

The men who profit from the earnings of 
disreputable women also are not to be al- 
lowed to hang around the saloons and rough 
characters in general are to be denied the 
privilege of making saloons their lounging 
places. 3 

More than a dozen lodging house keepers 
on the north side also were called in by the 
inspector\ang told of the new plans of regula- 
tion. ' 

Already the orders against women accost- 
ing men on the streets have almost ended the 
practice, it is said. 

‘“T believe there will be little trouble In 
maintained order in the district,’’ said the 
inspector during the day. ‘* ‘he resort keep- 
ers and all others concerned realize that they 
must help in this reguiation work.” 


Many Leave West Side Levee. 

Inspector Healy's efforts toward cleaning 
up the Desplaines street district are resu!t- 
ing in an exodus of undesirable characters 
from the levee. A number of men, accord- 
ing to investigators for the Jewish organiza- 
tions which are waging war against the 
white slave traffic, have gone to the ghetto 
district farther south and are hiding in lodg- 
ing houses under assumed names. 

Mary Kane, keeper of a disorderly resort 
at 159 South Morgan street, was arrested in 
the afternoon by Detectives Mulvihill and 
O'Neill, who said she had been seen accost- 
ing men on the street.

Proper Banking? Court Rules No. 

“We cannot agree with coung#el for the 
plaintiff in error in calling the transactions 
complained of in the indictment ‘ legitimate 
and proper banking transactions.’ ”’ 

The opinion then proceeds with the com- 
ment printed above. 

“ But even if the transactions were legiti- 
mate and proper per se, we see no error,” it 
continues. “ Evidence of similar transac- 
tions was admissible on the question of in- 
tent, and we think the instructions of the 
lower court correctly laid down the law on 
the point of criminal intent. This question 
was left to the jury under instructions which 
were ufexceptionable as matter of law and 
were applicable to the facts of the case, and 
the finding of the jury is supported by the 
record. 

“ Under section 5209 there could be misap- 
plications of bank funds by an officer which 
would be innocent and not criminal! and there 
could be misapplications whith under the 
statute would be criminal. What would 
show the difference between misapplications 

hich were criminal and those which were 
not; what would show innocence or guilt, 
good faith or.bad faith, the court sought by 
the instruction carefully to define and we 
think did fairly define. 


Holds Verdict Is Consistent. 

“ The objection to the verdict on the ground 
of Anconsistency and repugnancy we do not 
think is well taken. None of the alleged in- 
consistencies are substantia) uor of such a 
character as the law will recognize. A ver- 
dict wi}]l not be set aside as inconsistent be- 
caus@ iC finds differently as to counts in which 
there is no material difference. 

** So long as there is no inconsistency in the 
verdict as to the substance of the matter 
charged in the various counts the verdict 
will not be disturbed. If the gravamen of 
the charge in each count on which there has 
been a verdict of guilty is the same, there is 
no inconsistency in the verdict. 

“If in contemplation of law the legal effect 
of the allegations in the various counts on 
which there has been a verdict of guilty is 
the same, the courts wil) not upset the ver- 
dict on the ground of inconsistency where the 
only inconsistency is in respect to immaterial 
particulars concerning the means by which 
the crime was committed. 

“ By law each one of the counts in a given 
group is considered to state the same offense 
and the gravamen of the offense stated in 
each count of these groups is the same. In 
finding the defendant guilty under all the 
counts in one of these groups the jury have 
found him guilty of the same offense under 
each count. Here the gravamen of the of- 
fense was the misapplication of funds, and 
the method by which this misapplication was 
accomplished is immaterial. 


Offenses Are Identical. 


“It is entirely immaterial whether plain- 
tiff in error made loans on bonds or on cer- 
tificates for bonds. It is immaterial whether 
bonds were unsecured or insufficiently se- 
cured. It is immaterial whether plaintiff 
in error bought bonds from himself or from 
the INinois Southern Railway company. It 
was immaterial whether the bonds were 
unmarketable bonds or worthless as bank 
assets, or worth much bess than the sum 
applied to the purchase thereof. In either 
of the contingencies in any of these alleged 
inconsistencies the substance of the offense, 
misapplication of funds, was the same and in 
legal effect the offenses were identical. 

«‘ Objection is made to the verdict because 
of improper influences working upon the 
jury during the trial and during the deliber- 
ations of the jury and also because of the 
hesitancy and vacillation of one juror upon 
the polling of the jury after the verdict 
was returned. The record does not show 
that. any improper influence worked upon 
the jury. The return made to the court was in 
fact the verdict of twelve jurors.

The marquise, who was 46 years old and 
who had been deaf and blind for a number 
of years, was taken i!) shortly after the ship 
sailed fyom HBurope and never rallied during 
the voyage. 

As Miss Caldwell the marquise was a lib- 
eral contributor to the Catholic church, and 
was reported to have received a medal from 
the pope for her donations to the Catholic 
university at Washington, D. C., which 
reached a total of $300,000. 


Catholic Teachers Regret Death. 
Washington. D..C., Oct. 5.—The death of 
the Marquise Merinville has occasioned genu- 
ine regret among the authorities of the Cath- 
olic:University of America here. although it 
is said that the relations between that in- 
stitution and the marquise have been some- 
what strained since her withdrawal from 
the Catholic church in 1906. 

The university was the recipient of gifts 
from the marquise of more than $300,000. 
Caldwell hall, one of its main buildings, was 
named in her honor. Severing, in 1905, all

sisted that her portrait be removed from 
Caldwell hall.

MORETROUBLE IN CLEVELAND 


Suburb Threatens Settlement of 
Car Fare Questions. 


CITY AND LINES AGREE. 


Only Outlying Towns’ Obstinacy Needs 
Conquering. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—With the 
city administration and the Cleveland rall- 
way company agreed on the submission of 
the chief street railway problems to Judge 
R. W. Taylor, new difficulties now arise. 

Mayor John R. McQuigg of East Cleve- 
land announced toaay that he would be un- 
alterably opposed to the surrender of the 
franchise which gives East Cleveland cit!- 
zens the same rate of fare as that given to 
Clevelanders on the Euclid avenue line. 

The mayor and the council of Cleveland 
have insisted that East Cleveland shall not 
have the benefit of the city rate of fare. Un- 
less the contract between the company and 
East Cleveland is nullified the city author- 
ities say they will not renew the Euclid ave- 
nue franchise on terms carrying a lower fare 
than the present rate of 5cents cash. They 
declare that to, divso wouid compel the city 
residents to pay the expense of hauling the 
East Clevelanders to town, as it is alleged 
that loss is occasioned in carrying suburban- 
ites at the city rate of fare. 

The Cleveland railway has declined to con- 
sider any franchise leaving out the Euclid 


avenue line. 

A serious delay to the settlement Is prob- 
able if the East Cleveland council follows the 
lead of Mayor McQuigg. It has been pre- 
dicted in city hall circles that a franchise 
carrying no provision for lowering the fare on 


| Euclid avenue would be defeated at the refer- 


endum. 

More encouraging progress was made to- 
day when President Andrews met the inter- 
urban railway heads in the office of E. W. 
Moore. In a statement issued after the meet- 
ing Andrews said that the chief difficulty in 
the way of agreement in regard to the inter- 
urban affairs had been overcome. 

Despite the East Cleveland tangle, it is be- 
lieved peace plans will be perfected within 
two weeks and the franchise ordinance 
passed before Nov. 1. 

In any event, for the first time in ten years 
the street car question will not be an issue 
in the coming mayoralty campaign.

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AMERICANS FREED IN CONGO 


Missionaries Acquitted of Charge 
of Calumnious Libel. 


TOLD OF ABUSE OF NATIVES. 


Revealed Facts Concerning Taxation 
of Workers. 


LEOPOLDVILLE, Belgian Congo, Oct. 5. 
~The Rev. W. H. Sheppard, an American 
missionary, today was acquitted of the 
charges of libel brought against him by 
one of the Congo concession companies which 
has a monopoly of rubber gathering in the 
Kasai region. 

Two American missionaries, W. H. Shep- 
pard and the Rev. William Morrison, were 
charged with “calumnious denunciation ”’ 
‘and libel by the concession company. The 
suit was based on an article which appeared 
in the Kasai Herald. The charges against 
Mr. Morrison, however, were withdrawn. 
The company sought to recover $6,000 from 
Mr. Sheppard. 


Charge Taxation and Abuse. 

In substance, the charges made by the mis- 
sionaries were that Congo officials levied 
upon the natives oppressive so-called taxes, 
to be paid in rubber; that whole villages, 
including women and children, were im- 
pressed by the soldiers for gathering the rub- 
ber; that they often were compelled to travel 
many miles to the rubber forests and to sleep 
there for more than a week under un- 
healthy conditions; that they were cruelly 


posed, and that so large'a proportion of their 

time was taken for gathering these taxes 
that they were unable to cultivate crops and 
raise food necessary for their support. 


Virtually Suit by Government. 


The Belgian government holds half the 
stock of the Kasai company and a majority 
of the company directors are Belgian offi- 
cials, so that the suit has been considered 
as practically one by the Belgian government 
against the missionaries,

But the board of local improvements an- 
nounced yesterday that it could not proceed 
with ite plans. The responsibility ‘was 
placed on the shoulders of the Chicago Rail- 
ways company ahd the board of supervising 
engineers, for the cause of the disappoint- 
ment is the fact that the “ special work ”’ of 
track rehabilitation at the intersections of 
Clark street, La Salle street, and Fifth 
avenue will not be completed until January. 


Blames Railways Company. 

“It is a big disappointment to the board,” 
said Frank T. Fowler. “ Because of the 
presumption that the new paving was to go 
down at once the corporations that have 
been tearing up the granite blocks to make 
changes and repairs in their pipes, wires, 
and eonduits have been allowed to replace 
them without any great effort for evenness. 

“The result is one of the worst pavements 
that I ever saw in the downtown district 
for the rehabilitation of the east and west 
tracks has raised them above: the street 
level making an abrupt ridge down the cen- 
ter of a rough sea of granite blocks; Now 
we are told the ‘special work’ at the crogs- 
ing cannot be installed before next January. 

e shall have to wait until the special work 
is in.’’ 

Cc. A. Livirgeton, a representative of t 
Chicago Railways company, deciared h 
company could not be blamed for the post-’ 
ponement. The special work, he said, had to 
be ordered by the board of supervising en- 
gineers.

FIFTY ENTOMBED IN MINE: 
TWENTY-EIGHT ARE KILLED. 


Efforts Are Made in Flames to Save Any 
That May Survive Near Nanaimo, 
British Columbia. 


NANAIMO, B. C., Oct. 5.—Twenty-eight 
ives are believed to have been lost in an 
explosion that entombed more than fifty men 
in the Extension mine of the Wellington Co}- 
liery company near Nanaimo today. 

Twenty-five of the imprisoned men were 
rescued, but the rapidly spreading fire pre- 
vented the rescuers from completing their 
work. 

Five bodies were recovered and the work- 
ere late tonight were making every effort to 
force further entrance into the two levels 


affected by the explosion in an effort to save 


any who may be living and to recover the 
bodiés of the déad'before they are consumed. 

The fire was constantly gaining headway 
tonight and while it continued there was little 
hope of the rescuers being able to reach the 
imprisoned men. 

All the men rescued were badly injured.

It was well said in the report on transporte- 
tion subways made by the committee on local 
transportation of the city council, that the 
number of passengers carried in a city in- 
creases faster than the population—that ls, 
if the population doubles, more than double 
the people present themselves for carriage. 
There is ground for its conclusion that, “ as 
the need of access to the business district 
will keep pace with the growth of the city, 
then more than double the passengers will 
desire to pass back and forth from the busi- 
mess district when the population has dou- 
bled.” If the population in 1920 shall be 
$.459,000, as has been conservatively esti- 
mated, transportation facilities must be pro- 
vided for 1,024,990.000 persons annually. 

These are appalling figures, and if the peo- 
ple are not sufficlenUy impressed with tire 
conditions from which they suffer at pres- 
ent, then the certainty of terréfic congestion 
which will afflict them ten yeaus hence should 
impe! them to action. 
loop, business’ men have told me of their in- 
tention to oppose the subway on the ground 
that it will inure to the profit of the down- 
town ‘district and thus cause them loss of 
trade. This is not the experience of firms in 
New York or Bostcn. It is not the experience 
of firms in London and the cities of con- 
tinental Europe. It is’impossible to confine 
all the business, all the prosperity to one 
corner of a community. 


; 
Routes Already Decided Upon. 

It is not for me to speak of the routes which 
the subway should follow. The transporta- 
tion committee of the city council has care- 
fully Studied this question and has proposed 
to build one line running from the vicinity 
of Chicago avenue and Orleans street to the 
vicinity of State and Twenty-second streets, 
and others extending easterly from the vicin- 
ity of Halsted street and Blue Isiand avenue 
to the eastern margin of the city, thence 
northerly to streets just south of the main 
river, and thence westerly to the vicinity of 
Halsted and Lake streets. 

Nor is it for me to speak of the engineering 
difficulties, beyond saying that Chicago's 
soil is ideally made for subway constructton 
and offers’ no gerious obstacle to prompt 
completion of the work. I have been told of 
the vast network of utilities which lie under 
the turface, and have been informed that it 
is impossible to destroy them without seri- 
ous injury to the city's interests. Why can't 
the sewers. the gas pipes, the water con- 
cuits, etc.. be built within the new subway. as 
has been done elsewhere? I have been told 
of legislative and legal technicalities which 
stand in the way of action. They should be 
disposed of without delay. The city of Bos- 
ton permitted nothing to stop its execution 
of what it rightly regarded as a municipal 
necessity. s 

Shall Chicago build and operate the sub- 
way? Shall a private corporation build and 
operate it? Shall a private corporation build 
and the city undertake operation? I have 
heard these questions Ciscussed at comsider- 
gable length by men who have a real interest 
in improving the city’s transportation fa- 
cilities with all possible speed. One company 
has proposed to build the subway entirely at 
its own expense, and at the end of a fixed 
period turn the property Over to the city ata 
business valuation. ; 


Companies Should Build Subway. | 
‘But the value of such a privilege, even 
for a term of years, is inestimable. Why 
should not the existing pvbdlic utilities 
companies. as compensation for permis- 
sion to consolidate and extend and im- 
prove their systems, bé required, in con- 
cert with the railroacs, to buikd the subway 
for the city?’ It would he but a fair return 
for the wealth producing franchise whfch 
the public utilities compainies would receive, 
end the railroads would have the use of the 


#ubways for their electrified subUrbantrains.¥ 


But, whatever plan may be adopted, it is 
imperative that subway construction should 
no longer lag. Every day means apprecia- 
tion of land yalues, and consequent increase 
of cost. Think of what a subway will mean. 
Think of the business district. free from 
traffic congestion. Think of Chicago with~ 
out the present antiquated terminal make- 
shifts of the surfac@pnd elevated companies. 
Think of the quickening of business enter- 
prises, both’ outside and inside the loop. 
Think of the effect upon real estate. Think 
of the relief from the bridge congestion. the 
absence of delay in passing the river. Think 
of the reduction in. the volume of noise which 
mow deafens one on the surface. Think of 
the comfort of subway travel in stormy and 
wintry weather. ! 

If 1 were living in Chicago, I should ac- 
cept no excuse for further delay in subway 
construction. . ;

WANTS JUDGES’ VIEWS. 


Urges Judicial Nominations by 
Petition as Substitute for 
Party Contest. 


Senator Walter Clyde Jones, leader of the 
younger branch of thought in the state 
senate, outlined a genera) scheme of primary 
legislation in a statement made yesterday 
with the Intent to provoke argument and 
if possible produce an act or series of acts. 

Mr. Jones, who will introduce primary 
bills in the legislature when Gov. Deneen 
reassembles the statesmen, suggested the 
following measures. 

Amendments to the ballot laws to provide for 
vote on United Stateg senator at the final election 
and tq provide separate ballot of Massachusetts 
type for judges. 

Amendmerfts to the laws relating to nomination 
by petition to make the game applicable to judges 
and optional as to cities and villages, 

A direct primary law for members of the legisla-. 
ture. oie 
A direct primary law for state, congressional, 
county, city, and village offices, national delegates, 
United States senator and party committeemen, 

Aa optional law for nomination and election un-~- 
der the commission plan of city government. 


Court Decisions Leave Doubt. 


‘“‘In none of its decisions on the primary 
laws has the Supreme court been explicit as 
to its views on minority representation,” 
sald Mr. Jones. ‘* The last decision leaves the 
subject in as much doubt as former ones. : 

‘Justice Carter in an individual opinion 
comments on: this, ambiguity and urges on 
the court a clear and unequivoca) statement 
as to how aiaw can be drafted on this point 
which will meet its views. Unless the court 
sees fit to do ao the legislature will be put to 
the necessity ‘of making another guess, with 


* Legislative offices, in view of the difficul- 


@ separate law, so that if the court holds 
the next attempt void the primary law as to 
other offices will not be jeopardized. Able 
lawyers believe a valid direct primary law 
can be drafted to provide for cumulative vot- 
ing. The law must leave the voters to de- 
termine the number of candidates for the 
lower house to be nominated and must pro- 
vide for cumulating the votes among one, 
two, or three candidates as the voter mpy 
elect. . 


Wants Judicial Offices Separate. 


‘‘ Judicial offices present a distinct prob- 
lem. They should be removed as far as pos-' 
sible from party contests. The time is ripe 
in Illinois to provide that all judicial nomina- 
tions shall be by pefition. The judges should 
be elected at separate elections, but where 
this is not possible the ballot should be sepa- 
rate, with alphabetical arrangement and 
without party designation. 

“The time is opportune to pass a direct 
primary law applicable in the first instance 
to all cities and villages with provision that 
any city or village by popular vote may adopt 
the petition plan of nomination, or, in case 
the legislature pass a commission lew, may 
adopt the commission plam 

‘State, congressional, and county offices 
should be governed by a direct primary of 
the plurality or percentage type. National 
delegates should be selected by direct vote at 
the primary election ard a direct advisory 
vote on presidential candidates might well 
be included. 

‘“ United States senators should be subject 
to direct vote, first in the party primaries, 
where the state plurality should be decisive, 
and second at the final election, where the 
voter could express his choice as between 
party candidates ip. accordance with the 
race plan.”’

The prince asserts that he 
can form no estimate of Chicago in so short 
a time, but that he is sure the relations be- 
tween Japan and the United Sttaes are “* cor- 
dial, of course.”

BILL 0 KILL REVIRW 


Urges Assessors as Judges of 
Their Own Assessments. 


; 


ALLOWS APPEAL, TO COURT. 


Charles Lederer Plans to Present Meas- 
ure at Special Session. 


A bil! which will abolish the board of review 
and provide for the board of assessors to sit 
all year im review of its own assessments 
was outlined yesterday by Charies Lederer 
at the session of the Lederer investigating 
committee. Mr. Lederer plans to introduce 
this measure at the special session of the 
legislature if Gov. Deneen includes revenue 
legisiation in his call. 

The proposed bill provides that an appeal 
may be taken from the final hearing of the 
board of assessors to any judge in any court 
in Cook county. Any one accused of escaping 
taxation may be brought before any court and 
made to show what property, if any, is pos- 
sessed. Chairman Lederer quoted Frank D. 
Wetmore, vice president of the First National 
bank, as having stated that 60 per cent of the 
people in Chicago escape paying gny per- 
sonal property tax and most of ihe other 40 
per cent are seeking to avoid theirs. 


Calls Present System Unfair. 


Charles Donnelley of R. R. Donnelley and }, 


Sons company, told the specia! tax committee 
that while his firm was paying for $500,000 
insurance On its personal property, it was 
paying taxes on only $300,000. 

He declared that the firm preferred the 
risk of 60 per cent penalty ‘for not schedul- 
ing its property than to take any chances 
of being accused of swearing falsely. He 
contended the present system was inequit- 
able. 

A representative of the Calumet Elevator 
company said that in 1906, the Assessors 
had placed the property of the firm at 
$250,000. Upon presentation to the board 
of reviews, this assessment was entirely 
wiped out. The same thing happened in 
1907. In 1908, however, an assessment of 
$300,000 was upheld by the reviewers. The 
firm has announced its purpose of contesting 
this decision in the courts. 


Reduction a Mystery. 


E. H. Marr, as a representative of the 
American Hide and Leather company, testi- 
fied that in 1906 his firm obtained a reduction 
of $100,000. In 1907 the board of review cut 
the assessment to $235,000, and in 1908 grant- 
ed another reduction of $103,000. He asserted 
that he did not know on what grounds the re- 
ductions were made. 

The Chicago Beach hotel was given a re- 
duction of $75,000 in its assesements. A rep- 
resentative asserted h@ knew of no reason 
why the cut was made.

Railroads Made National De- 
fenses, Government Taking 
Control of Them. 


BY WILLIS J. ABBOT. 
Mr. Gifford Pinchot, in a statement pub- 
Yished in Tue Trreune on Saturday, warned 
the American people against the develop- 


ment of a water powertrust. What he had 


to say recalled to me some facts I gathered 
last winter in Switzerland concerning the 
way in which that pigmy republic controls 
for its own good the power which its rush- 
ing mountain streams furnish. The story 
began with my first entrances into the moun- 
tain republic. | 

Aa the train rushed out into the brightness 
of the upper Rhone valley after the halt 
hour journey through the blacknéss of the 
@impion tunnel the American opposite me 
resumed his remarks. 

“Natural resources in Switzerland,” he 
growled. “ There aren't any except scenery. 
They don’t have to conserve mountain 
peaks, glaciers, and lakes. I don’t suppose 
you'd call the tourists natural resources.” 

And yet the train in which my self-satis- 
fied friend condemned all things Swiss save 

the thrift of its hotelkeepers was driven 
through the ten mile bore of the Simplon 
tunnel by electricity generated by a moun- 
tain torrent a score or miles away. Inci- 
dentally, the train, the tunnel, the electric 
plant, and the water power a!! belong to the 
“Swiss confederation. For this nation, whose 
people are keen enough to exploit the pleas- 
@re seeking tourists of every land. is at the 
fame time shrewd enough to prevent the ex- 
Ploitation of its own people by corporations 
that would seize upon its natural resources 
for individual profit.

and while the principle of.federal control of 
water power is accepted, in practice each 
cafton is a law unto itself. he price paid 
by the lessee, the duration of the lease or 


concession, and in general the method of 


utilizing the forces of the streame are still 
left to the individual cantons. So many 
complications and so much waste have re- 
sulted from this situation that some months 
ago a constitutional amendment was adopted 
giving the federal government practically 
supreme authority over the streams of all 
Switzerland. Under authority of this amend- 
ment legislation is in progress that will give 
to the confederation the right not merely to 
indicate the streams that can be utilized, but 
to approve the method of utilization, pre- 
scribing the sort of machinery to be installed, 
approving or disapproving the concessions 
sought and even amending their terms. 

The Swiss confederation and the Swiss 
cantons do not purpose (o have any con- 
siderable water power alienated for any long 
period. Nine hundred and ninety-nine year 
jeases, so popular with American corpora- 
tions seeking valuable public rights, “ don’t 


! go" there. Fifty years for a first concession, 


with the right of two renewals of twenty-five 
years each is the maximum grant which a\ 
corporation seeking to control a waterfall 
can secure. And even a lease of this sort 
is qualified by the reserved right of the con- 
federation to take back the water power if 
it shall be found necessary or even desirable 
for use in the electrification of the state 
railways. x 
Electric Roads National Defense. 

And here let me interpolate a paragraph— 
perhaps irrelevant to the general subject— 
about the Swiss railways. Practically all 
are owned by the nation, and the few that 
are not will pass into government ownership 
within balf a century. I heard an expla- 
nation coming through a high diplomatic 
source of the Swiss determination to keep 
their railroads for themselves, as well as to 
maintain possession of every national re- 
source that may be necessary for the main- 
tenance of the roads». 

It was that the Swiss feared that in the 
event of threatened war foreigh owners of 
their roads might gradually strip the coun- 
try of its rolling stock, sending the cars be- 
yond the frontier and making the roads 
virtually useless. The apprehension seems 
absurd when one remembers that Switzer- 
land’s independence is really maintained by 
the mutudl agreement and the mutual 
jealousies of the other nations of Europe. 
But the Swiss do not see it this way. They 
think their independence rests on their ability 
to defend it. Their army is bigger than that 
of the United States, and every man is 
trained not only to bear arms but to shoot, so 
that you seen cantonal rifle ranges from the 
train near every village. 


HEARS MACHINISTS’ ROW. 


Judge Grosscup May Decide Ele- 
vator Constructors’ Contro- 
’ versy Today. 


Theatrical and commercial billposting, win- 
dow billing, and “ sniping’ were tied up 
yesterday by a strike of 800 billpostere 
against the theaters and the American Post- 
ing service. Many of the theaters of the city, 
with large stocks of bills on hand ready for 
new attractions, and numerous commercial 
institutions, are hit by the walkout. 

The strike was precipitated by the refusal 
of the man&gers and the officials of the Amer~ 
ican Posting service to grant an increase in 
wages. The men demand a raise of $3 4 
week. Under the old scale the, billposters 
received $15 and $18 a week. They want this 
raised to $18 and $21 a week. The strike 
also was called in retaliation against the 
theater managers for discharging all bill- 
posters and signing @ contract with the 
American Posting service for five years.

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DRAKE'S OUTLOOK BRIGHT 


Prospects for Championship State) 


Team Never More Brilliant 
than This Year. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

Des Moines, Ia., Oct. 6.—Special.}—After 
winning the baseball championship of the 
Western league by two points from Sioux 
City, interest here is gradually returning to 
football. 

The people of this town are not through 
telling of the great achievements of their 
baseball team, which came from behind and 
put up a great uphill fight which won for it 
the baseball honors in this division of the 
national pastime. Everywhere is heard 
praise.of the Slayers who represented Des 
Moines on the diamond and little is heard of 
the football prospects of the Drake univer- 
sity, which is located here. 

So enthusiastic are people here that not a 
few would wager various sums of money on 
Des Moines to beat either Pittsburg or De- 
troit, to say nothing of the easy time it would 
have in beating either the Sex or Cubs. Bo 
there is much interest in the result of the 
series which are about to begin, and it will 
not be until these games have been played 
that the inhabitants of Des Moines will turn 
their aitention to football and support the 
team which represents Drake university, 
which is included in the city limits. 


Prospects Never Brighter. 


Under the guidance of John 8. Griffith, who 
was a member of the, Beloit team which 
played Chicago to a standstill in a 17 to 17 game 
seven or eight years ago, when Ed Merri!!! was io 
his prime, prospects for a footba]! team which 
will make a great bid for the state championship 
were never brighter. With eight veterans work- 
ing every day to win back their old positiéns and 
with over forty men eligible for the varsity the 
outlook Is indeed promising. 

So keen is the competition for places that the 
scrimmage practices thie week have resulted in 
many injuries to players of more or less ability. 
The candidates fight like so many raving maniacs, 
and it is this kind of practice that will make a 
football team in the end. Friendship is forgotten 
absolutely. and the players wade into each other 
with that do or die spirit which is certain to be 
prolific of numerous injuries. 

Although Griffith would not say much about the 
prospects of his team, he was of the opinion that 
Drake would be represented by an eleven which 
would at least give the other Iowa teams some 
hard struggles. Because of the many candidates 
trying for positions he hae not been able to ‘dis- 
cern the true ability of every man. He believes 
in giving every one a fair chance to show his 
worth, and as the first hard game is not sched- 
uled until Oct. 30 he te taking things rather easy 
to determine the qualifications of his candidates. 


Drake Has Fine Field. 


If Drake does not have a great football team 
this year it can boast of one of the finest athletic 
fields in the west, with the possible exception of 
Michigan. Nowhere In this section of the country 
can a field be found which compares in any way 
te the natural. stadium at Drake. The field is 
located in a ravine and is as level as a billiard 
table. A system of drainage is so constructed every 
ten yards under the gridiron that no matter how 
heavy a rainfall athletic contests can be held 
twenty minutes afterward. Solid concrete stands 
are built on the hills surrounding the field, which 
will easily seat 10,000 people: The seats in these 
stands are covered with boards to insure comfort 
in cold weather. 

This monster concrete grand stand partially 
surrounds the field, while at the ends tennis courts 
have been made to satisfy those not inclined toward 
football. A quarter mile running track surrounds 
the gridiron and this cinder path Is acknowledged 
to be the fastest in Iowa. The Missouri valley 
conference and state high school meets always 
are held here, and the field is in demand for athletic 
functions during the entire outdoor season. 


Haskins the Benefactor. 


This grand athletic playground ané most of the 
money used to build the stands was donated to the 
university by Norman Haskins, an old settler of 
this city, who ts over 70'years.cld. Heise firm 
believer in athletics and one of Drake’e stanchest 
and most loyal athletic supporters. 

According to reports he has not missed a football! 
game in Des Moines for the last fifteen years. A 
new “gym” is under the course of construction, 
which should be a great boom for athletics. This 
building will be opened formally for the indoor 
track and basket ball seasons and will be an ath- 
letic inducement to prospective college athletes. 

Griffith claime the Iack of a gymnasium has been 
a serious handicap to athletics, and he expects to 
turn ‘out teams fn the future which will successfully 

ete with those in the Missouri valley confer- 
cnet all branches of interéollegiate sport 

A different spirit of sportsmanship prevails here 
than thet of five or ten years ago. In those days 
every athletic director cr coach wae suspecting the 
other continually of doing something which wae not 
clean, fair, and above board. Hardly @ contest 
was decided without the losing team entering a 
protest against some member cf the winning team, 
declaring he was a professional or using other 
meang to have him declared ineligible. * 


Caused Many Ruptures. 

The situation was so bad that athletic relations 
between some of the Iowa colleges were severed 
for years, and it was not until the spirit of fair play 
pervaded this country that relations were resumed 
and athletics consequently placed on a higher 
plane. 

Now there is no questioning another coach's 
right to play certain players. If the board of 
athletic control at one college decides that one 
of ite athletes ts eligible, that man competes, and 
there is no protesting or other unpleasant wrang- 
ling abovt the outcomes of the various athletic 
struggies. Another example of the fair play that 
predominates here is the receipts of athletic con- 
tests. The home management selle the tickets, 
takes care of expenses, and then sends the agreed 
percentage to the visiting teams. The visitors do 
not check-up in any way. they simply take the 
word of the home institution, and it is this true 
epirit of sportsmanship which is doing much to 
elevate the standard of athletics in Iowa. 

To get back into the vernacular, Drake hae a 
promising squad of football candidates, and under 
the proper form of development an eleven should 
be turned out which will make «@ strong bid for 
honors In this state.

by missionaries.and officials. 


Long for Big Vessel. 


Yes, I shall sail away gladly enough. Still, 
my host has been most kind in his quiet and 
unassuming way, and he is a thorough Ger- 
man gentleman, and I have enjoyed my visits 
to Capt. Voogdt’s at his ocean front cottage 
at “ Kalibobo” since his return on the Siar 
from Dampier and Potsdam Hafen. 

Bat I long for the big ship, for the Prinz 
Waldemar, with its white decka, its good 

' foo@, its big, airy cabins, and, above al] with 
its destination—Manila! 

Sunday.—It needed no blast of the black 
man’s trumpet or clang of Javanese gong to 
rouse me this morning, for at about 5 o’clock 
the deep whistle of the Prinz Waldemar was 
enough to make my pulse beat a little faster. 
By 7 I was aboard, with my trunks and bags, 
and by 8 was installed as a passenger for 
Manila with a seat at the table. How big 
and mighty seems this 4,000 ton ship! Sure- 
ly, the Lusitania seemed not half so grand 
when I sailed in ft from New: York long ago 
in January. The Waldemar is a sister ship 
to the Sigismund, in which I journeyed from 
Brisbane to New Britain, and after thé See- 
stern, Manila, and Siar seems wonderfully 
sweet and clean and fine, ag indeed it is, 
with a table which is justly famous. Apples, 
watermelon, pears, pie—these Were some of 
the luxuries I enjoyed for breakfast. 


Start Made at Last. 


As it was not to leave till noon some of the 
passengers went to visit the plantation; 
others to see Capt. Voogdt in Kalibobo, still 
others took a boat to visit the village Siar. I 
watched the loading of my precious freight, 
the boxes being tumbled from the hot tin 
shed by loin cloth clad black boys. By 11 
the passengers hadall returned, and the pret- 
ty smoking room of the Waldemar, in the 
newest Berlin art, was filled, for all of the 
townspeople were present and many were 
the steins of beer and glasses of wine drunk 
during the hour. Among the ten passengers 
I found my old friend Capt. Moeller of the 
Seestern, homeward bound after his five 
years’ service, also Prof. Sapper likewise 
homeward bound, 

Promptly at noon we cast off and backed 
out of the deep, marrow harbor, to the 
“ adieus ” of the little handful on shore: All 
day long we followed close along the New 
Guinea shore, having smoking Dampier on 
our right. Towards evening we began to 
leave the coast, heading off to the northwest, 
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and @s night approached we were off great 
Vulcan, its head, as usual, obscured By its 
own volume of black smoke'and dense vapor. 

Back over on the mainiand set the sun in a 
mace of tangled black cloud masses and the 
most gorgeous coloring imaginable, which 
again paled and gave’way to the same won- 
derful display of far away lightning, which 
I had so ofter seen at night far in the interior. 
And we have left New Guinea behind. 


ANTI-FEDERATION TEACHERS 
SEE BLOW BO PENSION FUND. 


Forced Withdrawal of Miss Deneen as 
“Independent” Candidate for Trustee

Anti-Federation teachers of the Chicago

PLAN A MILK AGENCY HERE; 
END OF SEPARATE CONTRACTS 


Producers’ Protective Association Ap- 
points Committee to Devise Scheme 
for Centralizing Sales, 


A milk sales agency will be established in 
Chicago Within the next few weeks, if the 
plane of the board of directors of the Milk 
Producers’ Protective aseociation are carried 
out. 

A .special committee, headed by C. H. 
Potter of Elgin, met yesterday and discussed 
ways and means of establishing the agency, 
which will be designed to be of benefit both 
to the producers and the dealers in Chicago. 

The committee wil make an investigation 
throughout the Chicago milk producing dis- 
trict and report to the board of directofs in 
a week. Under the sales agency plan it is 
the intention of the milk shippers to have all 
contracts for milk shipped to Chicago dealers 
signed at the agency office. 

The advantage of this, according to Sec- 
retary James P. Grier, will be to obviate the 
necessity of farmers and producers making 
individual contracts in the ceuntry and to 
eentralize the efforts of the producers to 
obtain the best possible price for their 


product.
